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ZONING HEARINGS 


FEBRUARY 


The Planning Board, Tuesday 
evening, set the date of February 
6th for the public hearing on the 
proposed changes in Zoning, to 
be considered in the Annual Town 
Meeting, in March. 

Proposals will be heard by the 
Planning Board, on that day, in 
the High School Auditorium, on 
12 articles, some of which are 
‘repeats’ of last year, some of 
which are new, 

The most controversial article, 
one that was only narrowly de- 
feated last year, to have an in- 
dustrial zone in North Wilming- 
ton adjacent to the raliroad tracks 
of the Boston & Maine railroad, 
is scheduled for 8:30 pm, with 
45 minutes allocated to hearing the 
arguments, 

Chairman James Banda, of the 
Planning Board, Tuesday night in- 
dicated that the Planning Board 
will hold as much as possibie to 
a strict schedule, 

Speaking of the North Wilming- 
ton industrial zone hearing, Banda 
said that ‘we heard all the argu- 
ments Jast year - what we want 
to hear this time are any new ones’ 

The hearings will begin at 7:30 
pm, with a number of articles 
submitted by the Building Inspect- 
or, and one submitted by the Chair- 
man of the Board of Appeals be- 
ing heard first. 

Each of these articles are ex- 
pected to last about ten minutes, 
and the first article for re-zon- 
ing is to start at 8:30 pm, this 
being a proposal to create an in- 
dustrial zone on Main Street, ad- 
jacent to Maple Meadow Brook. 

Banda expects to conclude the 
hearing on the North Wilmington 
industrial zone at 9:15 pm at 
which time the Planning Board 
will allocate 15 minutes on hear- 
ing discussions about a proposal, 
to rezone land to west of Bal- 
lardvale Street, and north of the 
power lines, 

Two different parties have sub- 
mitted articles on this land, art- 
icles which are identical in word- 


Fred Cain, proponent for the 
NASA project in Wilmington - 
Andover - Tewksbury area of 
Route 93, is one of those who 
has submitted an article for this 
land. Mr. Cain presumably seeks 
to have the industrial area he 
seeks to create ‘rounded out’ so 
as to partly include Wilmington. 

(Rumors in Wilmington, this 


week, give Mr. Cain an excellent 
chance of having the site in this

‘The other party who has pro- 
posed to have the land west of 
Ballardvale Street rezoned in in- 
dustrial is by rumor, 
to represent a combine which seeks 
to have a shopping center, Some of 
the rumors in Wilmington say that 
millions of dollars are involved, 
but no person can be found who will 
make a definite statement. 

At 9:30 pm according to schedule 
set up by Chairman Banda, there 
will be a hearing on a proposal

Mr. Cutter made this same pro- 
posal last year (the article is word 
for word the same as that of a 
year ago), and was defeated in 
the town meeting, by a combination 
which seemed to be opposed to 
both his proposals and that of the 
North Wilmington industrial area 
proposal, 


Garden Apartments 


At 10 pm the hearing will shift 
to the proposals for Garden Type 
Apartments, in Wilmington, 

The first half hour will be de- 
voted to a discussion of a pro- 
posed change in the Zoning By- 
Law, which proposal if adopted, 
would allow the construction of 
Garden Type Apartments in Wil- 
mington, 

The proposed change in.the By- 
Law was submitted by Attorney 
Alan Altman, and disclission of the 
proposal, in the Planning Board 
meeting Tuesday indicated that the 
board had not, as yet, read any 
report from Planning Consultant 
Sam Snow, of Lexington, who is 
studying the problem for Wilming- 
ton, on assignment by the Plann- 
ing Board, 

The board members, as of Tues- 
day night, had no way of know- 
ing whether or not the proposals 
of Attorney Altman co-incided, or 
differed from any proposals to be 
made by Mr. Snow, who, it is 
said, is in Costa Rica on Business 
at this time, 

The last two proposals to be 
heard will be for the zoning of 
two places in Wilmington for Gar- 
den Type Apartments, if the pro- 
posed Zoning By-Law change is 
adopted. 

Earl Hamilton, of Church Street, 
owner of a considerable tract of 
land in North Wilmington, at the 
intersection of Route 93 and 62 
Seeks to have that land rezoned for 
garden type apartments, He will 
be heard at 10:30 pm. 

The last to be heard, at 10:45 
pm will be Harold E Smith of Wo- 
burn Street, who seeks to rezone 
land he owns, near Lucci’s to 
Garden Type apartments.

TOWN MEETI 


A Uniform Building Code, pre- 
pared by the International Confer- 
ence of Bullding Officials, is to be 
proposed for the Town of Wilming- 
ton, in the annual Town Meeting in 
March, 

‘The code, published by the con- 
ference, is one of five which the 
Town Manager asked Minot An- 
derson, Building Inspector, to stu- 
dy, and is the one chosen by An- 
derson as being the best in appli- 
cation for Wilmington. 

Anderson had already devoted his 
spare time for several years to 
such a study, and was in effect 
ready for the task put to him by

Other codes considered by An- 
derson included the National Build- 
ing Code, the code of the National 
Board of Underwriters, the Mass. 
Department of Public Safty Board 
of Standards, and the code of the 
Building Officials Conference of 
America,

TM Jerry Bouchard, last week, revealed to the 
Selectmen that he had gone into the banking business 
for the town. Perhaps the Selectmen knew about it, 
but if they had heard about it from Jerry it was in an 
Executive Session, for nothing had been said publicly, 

However, it was known, as longagoas December 
in Wilmington Square, where somehow the news is 
more accurate at times than it is in the Town Hall. 

Jerry invested surplus funds, of which the town 
had about a million dollars (at this time of the year) 
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the 
town - working out at an annual rate of over 3% 

It isn’t exactly a new trick - for many of the 
larger cities invest their money this way at times, 
but it seems to be the first time this was ever done 
with Town Hall money. 

The Wilmington Housing Authority did something 
like it, a dozen years ago, when they had a lot of 
money on hand, because the State Housing Board made 
them sell all their bonds at one time, for the Veterans 
Housing on Wildwood Street. 

The WHA re-invested at 3%, and further got a 
bonus, so that they earned $5 more than the interest 
costs, and they were tickled pink at being able to do 

But Bouchard’s actions show the result of his 
training. He is a graduate of the Wharton School of 
Finance, and it could and should be expected that he 
knows what to do with a spare buck, for the benefit 
of the town, 


HOW HERB GOT THE $300

about how the Selectmen of Tyngsboro voted two to one 
to allow a dog track to be established in that town. 

The new dog track is going to be close to Route 
3. Somehow dog and horse tracks are always close

and Congregational-Catholics, and 
Salvation Army-Catholics.’ This 
is why most of our Protestant 
hymnals and liturgies include The 
Apostle’s Creed, which includes 
the phrase: ‘I believe ins... 
the holy Catholic Church’ And 
it is why the hymnals and liturgies 
include The Nicene Creed, which 


includes the phrase: ‘ I believe 
one holy Catholic and Apostolic 
Church,’ If it is ever to be the 
one Church for which our Lord 
80 fervently prayed in John 17, it 
must be universal, it must be one, 

This catholicity, this universal- 
ity -and one-nes#, does not mean 
uniformity or conformity - except 
that it must bear the visible marks 
of conforming to Christ! (As visible 
and concrete as God was in Christ) 
But all who are informed know that 
there is no complete conformity in 
any church (or any other human 
institution!). 

And finally, if any Christian is 
being obedient to his Lord, he must 
nurture that humility which is will- 
ing to receive and learn from 
others, No existing Church has all 
the marks of full catholicity; but 
most existing churches have some 
of them! We must not surrender 
what we have if it is authentically 
Apostolic and Christian; but we 
must be willing to share it, on 
the same grounds, for it is not 
exclusively ours,
